Community Demands 


The plight of Long Guang Huang in Boston 
Chinatown is not unfamiliar to _ us. Historical 
discrimination against the Chinese in major urban 
centers relegated Chinatowns to run-down，ignored 
and high-crime areas,，Such as the Combat Zone in 
Boston. TIhe racist stereotypes of the Chinese and 
Chinatown persist and continue to be a Source of 
frequent and involuntary conflict and confrontation 
between Chinatown residents on the one hand and 
law-enforcement and undesirable elements on the 
other hand. The situation has- been made worst in 
recent yearSs with the influx of large numbers of 
non-English-Sspeaking immigrants who frequently 
become easy victims of unscrupulous operators and 
hustlers and- convenient targets of ill-intended， 
mlisguided law-enforcement agencies: 

The unity and prompbt actions .of the Chinese 
American community no doubt played'a vital role in 
bringing about positive and quick responses from: both 
Mayor Raymond 工 Flynn and Police Comr.

IThe promise of a Swift， thorough and 
complete investigation into the entire tragic affair is 
most gratifying though it could never alleviate the 
pain and sufferings of Huang whose rude introduc-

will help accelerate Huang's recovery and enhance his 
struggle for justice-. 

We agree with the assesSsment of the Boston Chinese 
community leaders that "this incident is symptomatic 
of a larger problem that minorities like Asian 
Americans constantly endure."

fuel to the growing fire of protest 
against the convening of the Henry 
Liu murder trial in a courtroom in 
Taiwan. There is a_ natural Suspi- 
cion and skepticism concerning the 
recantation by Chen of his earlier

was not able to differentiate the 
youth by photos from other Chinese 
youths in the Same age group，

not issued any warrants._ They 
claimed that they were in command 
of detailed background information 
of two Suspects, and that they were 
Searching after a NY Chinatown 
merchant over thirty in a joint effort 
with the FBI 

SENSATIONAL 

It was generally believed that the 
May 20 bloodshed was the most 
Sensational in the NY Chinatown 
Since the “Golden Star”case on 
December 23, 1982, which resulted 
in three deaths and eight injuries. 
Comparatively minor killings among 
young gang members jlast year 
totalled nine，Since the series of 
public hearings on Asian gang 
crimes by the federal government 
last December and the rigorous 
police actions taken afterwards, there 
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had been 3a short-lived peace for 
the East Broadway area. 
The police explanation for the 


Golden Star case was that of a turf 
Scramble between established gang 
leaders and new intruders. 
According to a Chinese weekly, the 
police explanation for the May 20 
Shooting was also related to the 
rivalry between two factions of a 
gang. It was Said that the contlict 
between these two forces had turned 
white-hot after one of the two heads 
was arrested in the February 
mopping-up operation by the FEBI. 

Chinatown residents，as well as 
Visitors who frequented Chinatown， 
were threatened and worried by the 
incessant gang 位 ghtings，as none of 
the previous cases has been solved. 

After the May 20 event 
however， the NY police has 
increased patrol officers in that area，

A Second shooting in NY

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Amidst 
all the controverSy Over Robert 
Aljioto's performance asS 
Superintendent of the SFE Unified 
School District both Supporters and 
critics agree that Alioto has done 
well for affirmative action and 
bilingual education. 

SUPPORTI 

School board member Benjamin 
Tom said Alioto has been 
instrumental in Implementing 
affirmative action，and that most 
Chinese teachers and administrators 
Seem to Support him. 

Myra 天 opf，Ppresident of the 
School board, said“Ithink that he's 
done a good job as far as affirmative 
action and bllingual education are 
concerned. ”She added that Alioto 
helped the district do ”as well ifnot 
better” in advancing bilingual 
education than other school districts. 

Before Alioto cametothe district 
in 1975.“this place [school district] 
wasmainly runby white males,，Ssald 
Al Cheng, personnel director of the 
district. About 74 percent of 
administrators were white, and only 
3 percent were Chinese in 753，he 
Said. 

POPULATION 

The districts _ administration 1s 

now about 35 percent whites and 65 
percent minorities， Said Cheng， 
addingthatthere arenow 36 Chinese 
administrators out of a total of 236. 
Because the districts 人 -12 student 
population of 65,000 is about 85 
percent “minorlities and 13 percent 
white，Cheng said the ethnic make- 
up of the administration ”is Still 
below parity,but this is asignificaait 
gain.” j 

Prior to Alioto"s administration ， 
students who had not mastered the 
English language were “dumped ”at 
Samuel Gompers School. They were 
taught by English-Speaking teachers 
whom they could not understand. 
“Kids were not learning and were 


failing at alarming rates,， Said 
Cheng. 

Alioto has hired more than 600 
bilingual teachers. Immigrant 


students go to a _ center，and each 
of the Students is assessed and has 
their transcripts evaluated. It ls a 
“complete diagnostic procesSs,” Said 
Cheng，which takes about 4 or 5 
hours. At the end of the test， the 
student is placed at a grade level 
according to his ability-. 
TAILORED 

This Process 1s “completely 
different than the pre-Alioto days,” 
said Chen. Students used to be 
placed in grade levels according to 
age, and many were placed in alevel 
too high. Now，every child has a 
“tailored profile.” 

Students in the bilngual 
Programs go to intense English 
classes， IThe other classes they 
attend, Such as US history, math and 
Science，are taught in thelir native 
language So thatthe Students will not 
lose the level of content they should 
be learning.， Many bilingual 
students now graduate with honors， 
Said Cheng. 

Before Alioto “became the 
Superintendent， SF was at the 
“bottom of the barrel ”in test Scores. 
“Now， werre number one and 
number two in some areas,” Said 
Cheng. “Thats  a -Significant 
change.” 

“He knew the youngers needed 
bilingual 。 education “ and ”he 
implemented  ib” said Cheng. 


”Alioto has listened to the Chinese 
and other ethnic communities and 
has delivered those items that are 
educationally sound.” 
CONEFELICT 

Although everyone Seems to 
think Alioto has done well with 
affirmative action programs and 
bilingual education，there ls Still 
conflict over his overall performance 
as Superintendent， Tom said the 
conflict on the School board 1s a 
result of a ”difference in philosophy 
on how to work with the 
administration. He said half of the 
board members want to give Alioto 
the “leeway and authorization ”to 
administer the way he Sees fit. 工 he 
other half wants to have more Say in 
how Alioto does his job. 

Tom Supports Alioto and said， 
”If you hire someone to do the job， 
you let him or her do it.” 

CRIITICISM 
Kopf salid that her main 
criticism of Alioto 18“not what he 
does,buthow he doesi”HBe doesnt 
Seem to care about the people he 
“shuffes about ”and“I think he 
plays favorites, ”Said Kopf. 

Kospf wouldnot elaborate on the 
type of people Alioto favors,but said 
that many competent people who 
could be administrators “are being 
ignored, and [don't know why. And 
Im assuming it's because of some 
personal dislike [on Alioto'"s part|.” 

”Alot of competent people left 
because they felt they were not 
treated properly，said Kopf andthe 
board has been “hearing a lot of 
complaints about personnel for the past 
two years.” 

There are many complaints con- 
ceIning Aliotos alleged “disregard 
for human rights and favoritism,” 
said 下 opf The number of 
complaints has increased steadily 
over the past two years, and a Study 
of the school district was done atthe 
request of the Board of Education. 
The request came one-and-a-half 
years ago when Rosario Anaya Was 
president of the board, said Kopf-. 

DRAET 

A draft copy of the 1235-page 
study，done by Delitte，Haskins 多 
Sells，said, “We found many good 
and posltive Programs operating in 
the SE Unified School District We 
were impressed with the dedication 
and hard work of the administrative 
staff that we interviewed.” 

“Over the past 15 years Urban 
education has undergone Imassive 
changes as Urban School Systems 
have had to deal with budget cuts， 
court orders， Student population 
changes and increasing federal and 
state regulation. We believe the San 
Francisco _ Unified School District 
has met many of these challenges 
and is now moving into a period of 
Stability.” 

Concerning the controversy and 
conflict between Alioto and board 
members the report said，“JIt is 
evident that excesSlve tension has 
developed between some board 
members and the superintendent.

TENDENCY

native and immigrant Asian 
Americans through data on 
demographics and statistical

attainment. 
FEASTESTI 

According to Tsang and Wing， 
ASian Americans are the fastest 
growing minority group in the-US 
and yetthere is ascarcity ofnational 
data on both the population of Asian 
Americans and on comprehensive 
material on the educational 
achievement and attainment of 
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much time on operational decislon- 
making and administrative matters， 

“The board devotes very little

Imore hours Per week on homework. 
While 2696 of white sophomores 
were never absent，4596 of Asian 
American Sophomores had perfect 
attendance. 
PRICE 

The price of learning，however， 
according to the authors, may be 3 
diminished concentration on extra- 
curricular activities. One study indi- 
cates that the percentages of Asian 
Americans who participated in 
Sports，artistic activities，and com- 
munity activities were lowerthanthe 
figures for whites. In _ fact the 
figures for Asian Americans Were 
lower than those for every 
racial/ethnic group in nearly every: 
category of these three types of 
activitieS. 

On the other 
American high school .students 
participated in ”intellectual 
activities ”such as student council 
and government, athigherrates than 
other Students. 

JIn the area of labor, the authors 
have analyzed the changing 
historical employment trends for 
Asian Americans in the US. While 
early Asian immigrants worked 
primarily in low-level manual labor 
jobs in_ agriculture and industry，, 
beginning with World War IL Asian 
Americans “began to enter 
Professional and technical 
occupations primarily related to 
Science and engineering. 

INCREASE 

Between 1940 and 1950，a 
threefold increase in the number of 
Chinese American males employed 
as professional， technical and

statistics Seem to point to the overall 
success pattern of Asian Americans， 
amore in-depth analysis is neededto 
getamore accurate and comprehen- 
Sive total picture. 

For example，while their acad- 
emic _ achievement level may be 
comparatively higher than other 
racial/ethnic groups， native-born 
Chinese American males, according

“On my second trip, [have been 
interviewed by many newSpapers 
and radio stations.

“This is our 
Strength because weknowthepainful 
experience of adjusting in a very， 
Very competitive Society.” 

DOCUMENTS 

FEong works mostly with cases 
inyolving Chinese immigrants. She 
Said these cases are often very 
complicated as China issued few 
birth certificates before 1949. China 
nOW issues _ notarized certificates: 
which document birth, she said, bnut 
these certificates are not considered 
Primary documentatidan in the US9， 

In addition to the _ certificates， 
FEong' Said old letters，correSponm- 
dence and pictures must often be ， 
used as documentation. “Some- 
times TI even use funeral announce- 
Iments to prove familyrelations,”she 
Said. 

Besides helping Chinese estab- 
lish legal rights tobeintheUS, Fong 
often helps people bring over family，
